The City of Brandon is the second largest city in Manitoba, 
outside of Metropolitan Winnipeg, and is the hub of agricultural, busi¬ 
ness and industrial activity in western Manitoba and eastern Saskatche¬ 
wan. With a trading population of approximately 30,000, Brandon 
serves a trading area of over 180,000. 

Brandon has many attractions, among them, Brandon Uni¬ 
versity offering complete university courses in arts, science, music and 
education. The Western Manitoba Regional Library and the Allied Arts 
Centre also provide means of cultural and educational growth for the 
community. 

Brandon has a wide variety of recreational facilities 
available. Curling rinks, golf courses, bowling alleys, gun club, roller 
skating rink, swimming pools, baseball stadium and skating arena en¬ 
courage participation in these sports. The Wheat City Arena is the 
home of the Brandon Wheat Kings junior hockey club, many times pro¬ 
vincial champions and contenders for the Memorial Cup, Canada's top 
junior hockey prize. Annual events of international interest include 
the Winter Fair, the Provincial Exhibition and the Winter Carnival. 

For those who seek recreation elsewhere, Brandon is 
just an hour away from Riding Mountain National Park to the north 
and the International Peace Garden to the south. Many other small 
lakes in the surrounding area provide excellent facilities for boating, 
swimming and fishing. Brandon is also in the heart of excellent hunt¬ 
ing areas and being situated in a major fly-way, waterfowl and upland 
game abound. 

Brandon has an extremely fine downtown shopping area and 
hotel and motel accommodation of the highest quality is plentiful. 
Adjacent campsites and trailer parks provide adequate facilities for the 
camping tourist.

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Highways of Adventure... 

Manitoba's highways, which link over 600 urban and 
rural centres with Winnipeg, the capital city, comprise a 
network of over 5,800 miles. Several trunk highways in 
southern Manitoba cross the province from east to west and 
connect with the Trans-Canada Highway. Others extend 
from the International Border to beyond the 53rd parallel of 
latitude, and one, Highway No. 10, connects the International 
Peace Garden with the mining town of Flin Flon, 522 miles 
to the north. In southern Manitoba the highways pass through 
grain and pasture lands, wind through gentle valleys and skirt 
the aspen stands. As the elevation rises in the central part of 
the province the roads climb over hills or knife through cut- 
banks, pierce thickly wooded areas and rim the shores of great 
waters in the inter-lake country. In eastern Manitoba the 
dense forests, rock over-burden and many lakes and rivers, 
confine the serpentine routes. North of Riding Mountain 
National Park the highways cross the plateau of the Manitoba 
Highlands in the Swan River area, and then on to The Pas to 
cut through the Precambrian Shield — a land of lakes, rivers, 
rocks and northern coniferous forests. 

Many of Manitoba’s highways follow the overland trails 
of Indians, explorers, fur traders and settlers. Some parallel 
the old water routes or cross over them. Wherever visitors 
from the United States enter Manitoba at the southern border, 
or wherever Canadians from other provinces cross our eastern 
or western boundaries they will be on some route or near 
some trail or waterway over which moved the pioneers of 
exploration, trade and settlement. In southern Manitoba, not 
far from the international boundary, La Verendrye and his 
sons trecked to the Mandan country in 1738. More than a 
century later, the British and American Boundary Commissions 


worked along a similar route as they surveyed and marked the 
49th parallel. Later still, the first detachment of North West 
Mounted Police skirted the border as they marched west to 
the Rockies to bring law and order to a wild and lawless 
country. The rivers and streams of southern Manitoba, now 
spanned by modern bridges, once echoed to the chant of 
voyageurs of the North West Company and the Hudson’s 
Bay Company. Explorers, whose names are perpetuated on 
the map of Canada, travelled over many of the same waterways. 

In the Whiteshell Provincial Park, the highways follow 
rivers and lakes over which explorers and fur traders pene¬ 
trated into Manitoba by the Great Lakes chain and Lake of the 
Woods to the Winnipeg River and beyond. The highways 
which rim the shores of the large lakes — Winnipeg, Manitoba 
and Winnipegosis, follow shorelines and cross portages 
which carried adventurers of trade and exploration to 
Hudson’s Bay, to remote Mackenzie and Athabasca Districts, 
to the rim of the Arctic Sea and the shores of the Pacific. In 
Northern Manitoba the tourist will be travelling over roads 
which skirt scores of lakes on the shores of which fur traders 
built some major establishments and many small wintering 
posts. The lakes and rivers of the north carried the birchbark 
canoes and the York Boats of traders and explorers, and today 
these waters yield trophy-size fish to visiting anglers, modern 
adventurers of rod and reel. 

With the passing of the years many things have changed 
in Manitoba, but the great out-of-doors remains much as it 
was in the days of the pioneers. The old routes of trade and 
exploration also remain, but renewed and defined in modern 
Highways of Adventure, they carry 20th century tourists and 
travellers to vacation resorts, to hunting and fishing areas and 
to urban and rural centres where major attractions and special 
events beckon the sportsman and family vacationist.

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POINTS OF INTEREST IN 

WESTERN MANITOBA 

AGATE PITS—A rock hound’s paradise, the agate 
pits, % of a mile east of the town of Souris which 
is on Highway 2, 165 miles west of Winnipeg, 
yield jasper, epidote, petrified wood, agate and 
dendrite. It is a major Manitoba site for rock 
hunting. Entry fee of $1.00 for 10 lbs. of rock; 
20c per lb. for next 10 lbs. and then 10c per lb. 
for each 10 lbs. 

AUTOMOBILE MUSEUM—A large collection of 
old automobiles is on display at the Manitoba 
Automobile Museum in Elkhorn, west of Virden 
on the Trans-Canada Highway. Most of the vin¬ 
tage cars have been completely restored and put 
in running order. Admission is 50c. 

BALDY MOUNTAIN — This high point in the 
southeast corner of Duck Mountain Provincial 
Park can be seen from Highway 10 north of 
Dauphin. Closest vantage point is Provincial 
Road 366. At 2,727 feet it is the highest altitude 
in Manitoba. 

CANADA RESEARCH STATION — At Brandon. 
Conducts specialized research in barley genetics, 
forage crop breeding and management, soil 
physics and soil fertility, crop testing, and con¬ 
trolled breeding and feeding of beef cattle, swine 
and poultry. 


FORT BRANDON — Located in Churchill Park, 
Government Road, City of Brandon. This was the 
first Hudson’s Bay Post in this area and is now 
being reconstructed as an historic site. 

HARTE MOUNTAIN—With a height of 2,700 feet 
this part of the Porcupine Provincial Forest is 
the second highest point in the province. It may 
be reached west of Highway 10 via a forestry 
road north of Birch River. 

INTERNATIONAL PEACE GARDEN — At the 

junction of Manitoba Highway 10 and North 
Dakota Highway 3, the International Peace 
Garden covers an area of 2,300 acres. A series 
of lakes, drained by ornamental spillways and sur¬ 
rounded by formal gardens, flower beds, terraced 
panels and the rolling hills of Turtle Mountain 
span the international border. This beautiful 
garden is dedicated to international peace and 
goodwill. 

OIL FIELDS—In and about the town of Virden, 
on the Trans-Canada Highway, is Manitoba’s 
main oil field country. Pump-jacks, some of them 
right in town, draw crude oil up from the sub¬ 
terranean reservoirs. Site of the first producing 
oil well is marked by a cairn southwest of the 
town. 

SWINGING BRIDGE—At Souris one of the more 
unusual sights in southwestern Manitoba is a 582- 
foot suspension bridge over the Souris River. It 
is the longest swinging footbridge in Canada.

CIRCLE TOUR ROUTES 
FROM BRANDON 

Brandon — Riding Mountain 
(230 miles via Highways 4, 5, and 10) 

Route: North on Highway 10 to Minnedosa, 
then east on Highway 4 to Neepawa and north 
on Highway 5 to Dauphin. Return south on High¬ 
way 10 to Brandon. 

Points of Interest: Pioneer Home Museum at 
Minnedosa; Lake Minnedosa and Minnedosa 
Valley; town of Neepawa; Lake Dauphin; town 
of Dauphin; Riding Mountain National Park and 
Clear Lake. 

Side Trips: Buffalo herd at Lake Audy, about 
12 miles west of Highway 10 within the park; 
Norgate lookout tower, about 4 miles west of 
Highway 5 at Norgate. 

Brandon — Russell 

(240 miles via Highways 1, 10, 21, 24, 45 and 83) 

Route: North on Highway 10 to Highway 24 
and west to Highway 21, then north to Highway 45 
and west to Russell. Return south on Highways 
4 and 41 to Highway 1 and east to Brandon. 

Points of Interest: Shoal Lake; town of 
Russell; site of Fort Ellice at St. Lazare; Assini- 
boine River Valley; Elkhorn Auto Museum; 
Virden oil fields. 


Brandon — Peace Garden 
(190 miles via Highways 2, 3, 10, 21 and 83 
and Provincial Road 251) 

Route: South on Highway 10 to the junction 
of Highway 2 and west through Souris to Pipe¬ 
stone. South on Highway 83 to north junction of 
Provincial Road 251, east to Highway 21 and north 
to Highway 3.

Twilight Harness Racing 

Twilight Harness Racing returns 
to Western Manitoba in 1969 with 
the announcement of a record seven- 
day card at Exhibition Park, Bran¬ 
don. 

Provincial Exhibition officials plan 
a total of 42 pari-mutuel races, antici¬ 
pating more than 200 horses to be 
available. The major segment of the 
program will run Monday through 
Friday, June 23 to June 27; the final 
days will be June 30 and July 1, the 
first two days of the annual Manitoba 
Exhibition. 

The twilight races will begin at 
6:30 p.m. nightly and the two ex¬ 
hibition cards will commence at 2:30 


p.m. Monday and Tuesday. Six races 
will be held daily, with no duplication 
of fields on any given program. 

Some $10,500 will be devoted to 
purses in 1969, making .Brandon one 
of the major racing centres on the 
prairies. 

In addition, the Exhibition board 
has appropriated $10,000 in capital 
funds for the construction of new 
pari-mutuel facilities, a new judges’ 
stand in the infield, fencing and land¬ 
scaping of the entire half-mile oval.

ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGES IN 
PUBLIC LICENSED PREMISES 

1. Men and women over the age of 21 are al¬ 
lowed in all the above mentioned premises 
except beer parlours where men only are 
permitted. 

2. Persons under the age of 21 may not enter 
beverage rooms, cocktail rooms, or beer par¬ 
lors, however, they are permitted in licensed 
dining rooms, restaurants and cabarets. 

3. Licensed restaurants and dining rooms may 
serve alcoholic beverages with meals on 
Sundays and holidays except Good Friday and 
Remembrance Day. 

4. Open liquor must not be transported in a 
vehicle unless it is stored in the trunk or 
space designed for carriage of baggage. 

5. The legal minimum age for the purchase or 
consumption of alcoholic beverages in Mani¬ 
toba is 21. 

Alcoholic beverages may be purchased by 
the bottle or by the case from Government Liquor 
Commission stores and government approved 
local vendors located throughout the Province 
of Manitoba. 


Specific terms are used in Manitoba to des¬ 
cribe premises serving alcoholic beverages to the 
public. Following is a brief explanation of these 
terms. 

BEVERAGE ROOM — Serving beer and natural 
wine from 11:00 a.m. to 12:00 p.m. Monday 
through Saturday except for the supper hour 
closing from 6:30 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. 

RESTAURANT (licensed) — Serving beer and 
natural wine with meals between noon and 1:00 
a.m. daily. Entertainment may be provided. 

DINING ROOM (licensed) — Serving spirits, beer 
and wine with meals between noon and 1:00 a.m. 
daily. Entertainment may be provided. 

COCKTAIL ROOM — Serving spirits, beer and 
wine between noon and 1:00 a.m. Monday to 
Friday — closing at 12:00 p.m. Saturday. Enter¬ 
tainment may be provided. 

CABARET —Serving spirits, beer, wine and meals 
between the hours of 5:00 p.m. and 2:00 a.m. 
Monday to Friday—closing at 12:00 p.m. Saturday. 
Live entertainment provided. 

BEER PARLOR — Serving beer to men only from 
11:00 a.m. to 12:00 p.m., Monday through Satur¬ 
day, except for the supper closing from 6:30 p.m. 
to 7:30 p.m.

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AUTO AND HIGHWAY 
INFORMATION 

DRIVERS' LICENSES — Your current driver’s 
license from any country is valid while vacation¬ 
ing in Manitoba. Persons under 16 years of age 
are not allowed to operate motor vehicles on 
Manitoba highways. 

CAR INSURANCE — U.S. motorists travelling in 
Manitoba are not required to produce evidence of 
insurance if involved in an accident but it is 
advisable that you carry some form of insurance 
card with you. 

Out-of-Province Canadians are required to 
carry a “Canada Inter-Province Motor Vehicle 
Liability Insurance Card.” This card may be 
obtained from your own insurance company. 

GASOLINE — When you fill your gas tank in 
Canada, remember the Canadian Imperial gallon 
is one-fifth larger than the U.S. gallon, so you 
need fewer gallons to fill your tank. 

TRAILER REGULATIONS — Trailer hitch must 
be attached to frame of motor vehicle. 

Safety chain or device must be attached be¬ 
tween trailer and motor vehicle. 

Clearance lights must depict the four upper 
corners of any trailer which exceeds 80 inches 
in width. Trailer must carry at least one red 


lamp and one red stop lamp or combination of 
both at rear. 

Combined length of trailer and vehicle must 
not exceed 65 feet. Trailer width must not exceed 
102 inches. 

Overlength and overwidth trailers may be 
moved only with special permits which are avail¬ 
able free of charge from any weigh scale inspec¬ 
tor, or from the Highways Dept., 1075 Portage 
Avenue, Winnipeg 10, Manitoba. 

Such trailers may only be moved during day¬ 
light hours on weekdays. Although not a re¬ 
quirement, a set of flares should be carried in 
case emergency stops are made at night. 


GIFTS SENT FROM MANITOBA 

Gifts (except alcoholic beverages, perfume 
with alcoholic content, and tobacco products) 
sent to a person in the United States are 
passed duty free provided the total value of 
such gifts received by a person on one day 
does not exceed $10. Gift packages should be 
plainly marked “Gift” and value indicated. If 
you are in doubt about these or any other 
border crossing regulations, phone or write 
your nearest Customs Office.

For the second time the Cana¬ 
dian Red Cross and the City of 
Brandon Department of Recrea¬ 
tion is providing a summer 
"Learn to Swim" program for 
children and adults living in the 
Brandon area. 

Red Cross Minnow, Beginner, 
Junior, Survival, Intermediate 
and Senior Classes will be con¬ 
ducted for children and adults at 
the Kinsmen Centennial Pool. 

A program has been arranged 
that will include water polo, wa¬ 
ter volleyball and organized swim 
and synchronized swimming 
teams. Citizens may rent the 
pool from 9 to 10:30 every Sat¬ 
urday evening for private recrea¬ 
tional parties and Sunday eve¬ 
ning will feature free admission 
after 9:00 p.m. 


SWIMMING POOLS 
Three outdoor swimming pools will 
be in operating during the summer 
months.

SERIAL NUMBERS 

While not required, a list of 
the serial numbers of your cam¬ 
eras, guns, outboard motors, type¬ 
writers, radios, record players, etc., 
will save you time at the border. 

CONSUMABLE GOODS 

The visitor may take into Can¬ 
ada duty-free: two days' food 
supply, a normal tank capacity of 
gasoline and oil for 300 miles by 
car and 200 rounds of ammuni¬ 
tion. Quantities over this amount 
are subject to duty. 

DOGS AND PETS 

All dogs, other animals, or 
birds, brought into Canada for 
hunting purposes or as pets, are 
admitted without deposit. Dogs 
originating in the U.S.A. may be 
imported into Canada at any Cus¬ 
toms port of entry if they are ac¬ 
companied by a certificate signed 
by a licensed veterinarian of Can¬ 
ada or the United States, certify¬ 
ing that the dog has been vacci¬ 
nated against rabies during the 
preceding 12 months and carrying 
a reasonably complete and legible 
description of the dog together 
with the date of vaccination. 

Dogs and other pets are per¬ 
mitted entry to Manitoba's pro¬ 
vincial parks, however, they must 
be kept under control at all times. 
In some areas, where indicated by 
signs, dogs must be secured on a 
leash. Dogs are not permitted on 
the beaches operated as public 
swimming areas. 


U.S. VISITORS 
ENTERING MANITOBA 

Although U.S. citizens need 
no passports, certain personal pa¬ 
pers mays be helpful: birth cer¬ 
tificates, letters of identification, 
etc. Naturalized citizens should 
carry naturalization certificates. 
These papers may be needed when 
the visitor re-enters the United 
States. 


TOURISTS' BAGGAGE 
AND GIFTS 

Clothes, toilet articles and oth¬ 
er personal effects are admitted 
duty-free. In addition, the trav¬ 
eller (if over the age of 16 years) 
may take into Canada, duty-free, 
50 cigars, 200 cigarettes, two 
pounds of tobacco, and (if the 
traveller is over the age of 21 
years), 40 ounces of alcoholic 
beverages, to friends in Canada 
are duty-free if their value doesn't 
exceed $10. 


VEHICLES 

Cars may be used in Canada, 
with your own state's plates, for 
12 months without payment of 
any duty or fee. Motorcycles 
and bikes are under the same reg¬ 
ulations. A separate permit is 
needed for trailers. A list of re¬ 
movable items in the trailer (ra¬ 
dio, TV, appliances, etc.) will 
speed you through Customs. Per¬ 
sons crossing the border with U- 
drive, borrowed or company-own¬ 
ed vehicles should carry a copy of 
the contract, or letter of permis¬ 
sion from the owner, authorizing 
the operation in Canada of such 
vehicles. Motor vehicle registra¬ 
tion records should be carried in 
the vehicles at all times. 

SPORTING 

EQUIPMENT 

There is no duty on: fishing 
tackle, portable boats, canoes, out¬ 
board motors, tents, camping 
equipment, golf clubs, tennis rac¬ 
quets, radios, record players, mu¬ 
sical instruments, cameras (both 
still and movie) and a reasonable 
amount of film, guns and rifles 
(revolvers and pistols prohibited) 
and typewriters, PROVIDED these 
articles are the personal property 
of the tourist and will be used by 
him only. All articles must be 
identified and reported to Cus¬ 
toms officers, when entering Can¬ 
ada and when leaving.

FISHING 

The Province of Manitoba, with its large area 
of water (a total of close to 40,000 square miles), 
is one of the top sport fishing spots in North 
America. Most of the province lies well within 
the Pre-Cambrian Shield country with its myriad 
blue lakes and millions of acres of green forest 
land — ideal habitat for both fish and fishermen. 

The waters of Manitoba’s 100,000 lakes pro¬ 
duce a disproportionate number of trophy-size 
fish each year. Record catches have been re¬ 
corded from many lakes and rivers in both 
northern and southern areas. 

There are more than a dozen varieties of 
game fish native to Manitoba waters. However, 
lake trout, brook trout, northern pike, walleyed 
pike and smallmouth bass are the most sought- 
after species. 

Manitoba’s vast expanse of lake and forest 
country, comparatively untouched by civilization, 
makes ideal land for fly-in camps. The province 
has a dozen fly-in lodges accessible only by air¬ 
plane. Several other isolated lodges are reached 
by water or rail but not by road. 

All resident and non-resident anglers 16 years 
of age and over are required to have fishing 
licenses. Annual fees are: resident (including 
any Canadian) $2.25; non-resident $8.50.
